Remarks on the Uncertainty of the 
Doses of Medicines when regu- 
lated by Drops. 

By J. Greevy Stevenson, M.D. 


Exactness in the exhibition of 
_ Mninute doses of medicines, is of 
* the first importance. When these 
are given in the liquid form, they 
are usually measured by drops. 
Frequent disappointments in the 
effect of remedies thus adminis- 
tered, led me to examine the pro- 
portion which drops bear to the 
established units in the measure 
of fluids, or minims. For great- 
er convenience in explanation, 
the fluidrachm, of the capacity 
of sixty minims, was the measure 
employed. 

As the results were unexpect- 
ed and somewhat surprising, they 
may be worthy of being commu- 
nicated to you. They are not 
uniform, and perhaps might not 
again be exactly reached on a 
repetition of the same experi- 
ments. Indeed the only conclu- 
sion to be drawn from them, 
10 


is that the size of drops is in- 
determinate, and ‘that remedies 
thus administered given 
in unknown and varying ~~ 
tities. 

Six phials of different capacity, 
from $1} to 8}, and differing in 
the diameter of the mouth, in the 
breadth and in the thickness of the 
lip, were employed. They were 
selected of this size, as being 
most like those ordinarily in use 
in the chambers of the sick. The 
experiments were made with six 
fluids differing in specific gravity 
and in viscidity. The following 
table contains the results of the 
various trials. 

Under the number denoting the 
phial are ranged in a column fig- 
ures showing the number of drops 
of the different fluids, which were 
requisite to fill the measure of a 
fluidrachm. When two numbers 
are given they denote the drops 
thus required, when made to fall 
from different sides of the mouth 
of the same phial. The temper- 
ature of the liquids was 60 deg.

Lest it might appear that phials 
of uncommon and enormous con- 
struction had been employed, the 
three last mentioned liquids were 
dropped out of the phials in which 
they were furnished by the apo- 
thecary, and with these results : 
52 drops of the arsenical solution 
were necessary to filla f3; 140 
drops of Jaudanum; and 163 drops 
of the vinegar of opium. 

The size of the drops did not 
appear to depend at all upon the 
fulness of the phial; in some trials 
more drops, and in others less, 
went to fillthe f3 from a full 
phial, than from one half full. 

The specific gravity of the li- 
quid greatly controls the size of 
its drops ; while in the trial with 
phial No. 1 the f3 contained 66 
drops of water, and 63 of the ar- 
senical solution, it contained 140 
drops of the spirit of nitrous 
ether. And in phial No. 5, the 


numbers were 70 of water,:80 of 
arsenical solution, and 150 of ni- 
trous ether. | 
This cause of difference in the 
size of drops, and in the doses of 
werful remedies, however, as 
it is unvarying, may be estimated, 


and needs not to afford any em- 
barrassment. 

The greatest source of discre- 
pancy is undefined and immeasur- 
able; viz. the varieties, often mi- 
nute and inappreciable, in the 
thickness of the phial, and in the 
breadth and form of its lip. It is 
unnecessary to repeat the detail 
contained in the table above: it 
will be sufficient to adduce the 
instance of laudanum. While one 
phial yielded 76 drops to the flu- 
idrachm, another gave 137, and a 
third 140. More than this,—in 
phial No. 2, the laudanum, drop- 
ped from one side of the mouth, 
went in 80 drops to the f3,; 
while the same quantity issued in 
129 drops from the opposite side. 
Now a f3 of laudanum contains 
33 grs. of opium ; a prescription, 
therefore, of 20 drops may at one 
time administer 0.53 of a gr. of 
opium, and at another 0.98 of a gr. 

hen it is considered that 
these facts apply also to the 
administration of prussic acid, of 
croton oil, and other remedies 
requiring exactness in their adapt- 
ation, one must be sensible how 
important it is to change the loose 
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method of measuring by drops, 
for the accurate standard of the 
minim glass. |

Remarks on the Internal Exhibition 
of the Acetate of Lead, chiefly 
with the View of determining to 
what Extent it may be safely ad- 
ministered in the Cure of Dis- 
eases, especially in Ulerine He- 
morrhages.

VERY opposite opinions are enter- 
tained by individuals, equally dis- 
tinguished for their candor and 
erudition, relative to the internal 
administration of the acetate of 
lead ; some considering such use 
of it as a display of unqualified 
rashness, while others conceive it 
to be an invaluable remedy in 
many dangerous diseases; and that 
its prudent exhibition is not only 
justifiable, but highly laudable. 
That the incautious use of the 
acetate of lead will produce de- 
leterious effects, would be equal- 
ly idle and uncandidto deny. The 
noted colica pictonum, the scourge 
of so many, both at home and 
abroad, was, at one time, indeed, 
attributed to other causes ; but 
ever since the interesting investi- 
gations of Sir George Baker on 
the subject, it has been universal- 
ly allowed to be the effect of its 
gradual introduction into the sys- 
tem; and, perhaps, it is this in- 
controvertible fact that has pre- 
judiced so many against this inva- 
luable remedy. But the produc- 
tion of so baneful a complaint, by 
the gradual introduction of this 
salt into the system, is not a con- 
clusive proof, or rather is no 
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proof at all, that its judicious use 
may not effect salutary results. 

Were this not admitted, then 
arsenic, the oxymuriate of mer- 
cury, and many other articles of 
the materia medica, with equal, 
nay, with greater propriety, 
might be discarded. ; 

Agreeing, then, with those who 
conceive that the judicious exhi- 
bition of this remedy is not only 
justifiable, but highly praisewor- 
thy, the question to determine 
will be, what is the judicious use 
of it ? 

By its judicious use, I under- 
stand the administration of it in 
such quantities as shall most 
speedily, and therefore, most 
safely, cure the disease for which 
it is employed. 

I have said most speedily, and 
therefore most safely, because I 
am persuaded that the latter ob- 
ject will be attained in the pro- 
portion that the former is accom- 
plished. Paralysis and convul- 
sions, which are sometimes the 
effects of the insidious introduc- 
tion of this salt, will, it is pre- 
sumed, be most dreaded in its in- 
ternal exhibition ; and colica pic- 
tonum, its more usual attendant, 
‘classed, in point of importance, 
only as second to these ; because 
the latter is much more under the 
control of the healing art than the 
former. But the administration 
of it in small doses, such as half a 
grain, in uterine hemorrhage, 
does not appear to be the propor- 
tion best calculated, most speedi- 
ly, to effect a cure. And as such 
a mode of exhibition, from the 
slow operation on the disease, will 
ultimately require a greater quan- 
tity to be used than if the doses 
had been larger, so it resembles 
more the insidious manner of ‘its 
introduction in manufactories, and 
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by food, by which those effects 
most to be dreaded, paralysis and 
convulsions, are produced. It 
cannot, therefore, be the most 
safe or judicious mode of its ex- 
hibition. 

Some information on the sub- 
ject, perhaps, may be obtained, 
by observing the effects produced 
by certain quantities on the ani- 
mal economy. From the experi- 
ments of Ortila it appears that 
from one to three grains of the 
acetate of lead have been fre- 
quently injected into the jugular 
veins of several weak and middle 
sized dogs, without their having 
appeared to be incommoded by 
it.* And judging from analogy 
that medicine produces nearly the 
same effects on animals as on man, 
we seem to be justified in employ- 
ing similar quantities, in the cure 
of diseases. In these experiments, 
however, it was directly intro- 
duced into the circulation, where- 
as, in the cure of diseases, the 
circulation is only indirectly af- 
fected, and will therefore re- 
quire, to produce similar effects, 
a proportionally greater quantity. 
But what this quantity is, or ought 
to be, does not, from these expe- 
riments, clearly appear. 

Examples, it is true, are given 
of larger quantities having been 
introduced into the stomach, even 
to the extent of a drachm anda 
half in the solid, and to a whole 
ounce in the liquid form,t without 
material injury having been sus- 
tained. But as both the animals 
immediately vomited, the experi- 
ments do not show what the result 
would have been, had these quan- 
tities been retained. This, how-

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ever, from the known effects of 
the salt, was not to be expected. 
To ascertain the quantities which 
could be received and retained in 
the stomach, and to observe the 
subsequent effects of them on the 
animal economy, do not indeed 
appear to have been the objects 
of the experimenter ; but rather 
to determine the nature and ex- 
tent of injuries sustained by the 
operation of excessive quantities, 
with the view of adopting the 
most efficacious remedies, whe- 
ther these quantities had been . 
taken by accident or design. 

Valuable, then, as these expe- 
riments are, for having unfolded 
some of the effects produced by 
the internal exhibition of this salt, 
yet we are still left to inquire, 
what quantity is the most fit for, 
most speedily, and therefore most 
safely, curing diseases. 

At the Western Dispensary, for 
the complaints of women and chil- 
dren, I Lave often seen Dr. Henry 
Davies successfully employ it, in 
cases of uterine hemorrhage, in 
doses of two grains, combined 
with opium, to be taken every 
third or fourth hour, till the com- 
plaint was removed, or unfavora- 
ble symptoms from its use in- 
duced. In the same complaint, 
and in similar doses, I have given 
it to the extent of ten grains daily, 
for four successive days. This, 
however, was not done without 
great anxiety, and close attention 
to its effects. No unpleasant 
sensation having been complained 
of, and no deleterious symptom 
having made its appearance, the 
case, from the patient not having 
been able to comply with the in- 
junctions to rest, required the re- 
medy, though reluctantly, yet, as 
it ultimately proved, safely, to be 
pushed thus far. Although, when 
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patients are in circumstances 
which render compliance with the 
almost indispensable requisites, 
rest and quiet, easy, it is rare 
that more than one half of the 
above quantity is ever necessary; 
yet even with them, in extreme 
cases, it may occasionally happen 
that the remedy must either be 
pushed farther than forty grains, 
or abandoned in despair, as inca- 
pable of removing the malady. 

In such cases it becomes a 
question of moment, satisfactorily 
to determine, whether it be real- 
ly justifiable thus®™to proceed 
without being aware of what the 
ultimate consequences may be. 
This question I was anxious to set 
at rest. On the one hand, from 
the extent to which it had been 
carried, without having other than 
salutary results, inclined me to 
believe that it might be safely 
extended still farther; but, on the 
other, I was not aware of any ex- 
ample of its having been employ- 
ed in a greater quantity, or even 
to the same extent. 

Were we to remain satisfied 
that the healing virtues of this re- 
medy had been absolutely deve- 
loped by the extent to which it 
has been carried? I was much 
disinclined ‘to accede to this sup- 
position. But the circumstance 
of there being no example, at 
least known to me—and all are 
aware with what tenderness vir- 
gin ground requires to be trodden 
—started up, in formidable array 
before me, the phantoms, paraly- 
sis, convulsions, colica, and per- 
haps even death, as the possible, 
if not the probable, result of go- 
ing forward. The probability of 
one, or of all these circumstances 
happening, was, however, objec- 
tionable, chiefly on the suppositidn 
that they vecurred in the persons 
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of those whose health and safety 
We are engaged and bound to pre- 
serve to the utmost of our skill, 
without the risk of danger. To 
obviate this objection, I prepared 
for myself the following prescrip- 
tion, which I purposed to continue 
till the occurrence of circum- 
stances which might indicate the 
contrary : 


R. Plumbi Superacetatis, 

Opii, gr. viii. 

Extracti Gentiane, 3j. 

Acidi Acetici dil. q. s. 

~ Subige in massam dividendam in 

pululas octodecim zquales, e 
quibus, ter quotidie, una suma- 
tur. 


Sept. 12th. When the taking 
of these pills was commenced the 
health was perfect, and no devia- 
tion from this state was observed 
till the evening of the 14th, when 
the pulse was found somewhat 
slower, and a metallic taste in 
the mouth. 

16th. The last two pills on the 
14th were taken within two hours; 
no unpleasant effects have been 
experienced from that circum- 
stance ; pulse, whilst in bed, six- 
ty, and indistinct ; after exercise, 
sixty-four, and more distinct; me- 
tallic taste stronger, with some 
tenderness of the gums ; but hav- 
ing been engaged for some days in 


‘putting up preparations ina solu- 


tion of the muriate of mercury, 
am in doubt whether the tender- 
ness of the gums is to be attribut- 
ed to this circumstance or to the 
acetate of lead. Forty grains’ 
having now been taken, the last 
seven within two hours of each 
other, without any other percep- 
tible inconvenience having been 
produced than a metallic taste, 
and perhaps some tenderness of 
the gums and constipation ; it was 
now wished to ascertain the ef- 
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fect of a larger dose ; ten grains 
were therefore taken at once: 
immediately after, slight pain of 
the stomach and nausea were felt; 
pulse fifty-eight, and weak. 

17th. Hora septima, A. M. 
Pain of the stomach and nausea 
did not increase after last report; 
sleep much disturbed from 
dreams ; pulse whilst in bed fifty, 
and so indistinct that it was count- 
ed with difficulty ; no stool since 
the 12th; urine diminished, and 
high colored ; some inconvenience 
experienced from weakness, es- 
pecially at the knees. 

Hora octava, P. M. Was awoke 
at this hour with severe and unre- 
mitting pain of the stomach and 
nausea ; vomiting suppressed with 
difficulty. Immediately took three 
drachms of the sulphate of mag- 
nesia in solution ; pain instantane- 
ously much relieved ; shortly af- 
ter went to sleep; awoke at se- 
ven, and found the pain entirely 
gone; repeated a similar quantity 
of the sulphate of magnesia; pulse 
sixty, weak but distinct; weakness 
of the knees somewhat diminished; 
urine more free, of a dark olive 
color, and sweetish. 

The pain did not return, and 
without further assistance from 
medicine, in a few days, I had 
perfectly recovered from every 
unpleasant sensation. When the 
experiment was commenced, pa- 
ralysis and convulsions, which are 
the severest, but rather the acci- 
dental than the usual effects of 
the introduction of this salt into 
the system, were not much dread- 
ed; but it certainly was expected 
that I should have been able to 
have continued it until colica was 
induced. The interruption which 
prevented this effect, I think 
there can be no doubt, must be 
attributed to the last dose, ten 


grains. I shall, however, shortly 
resume the experiment, and hope, 
by continuing the three-grain 
doses, tobe able, by the result, 
to ascertain not only the most ap- 
propriate quantity for a dose, but 
also the extent to which it may 
be safely given for the cure of 
diseases, without the hazard of 
inducing others. 

In the meantime, it is presum- 
ed, it will be deemed allowable, 
from this experiment, to infer 
that the acetate of lead, combined 
with opium, may be given in fully 
three-grain does, to the extent of 
ten grains for five days succes- 
sively, without danger of inducing 
colica pictonum. 

This much, I think, may be 
safely asserted, both as to the 
mode of its exhibition and ulti- 
mate extent. Because, although 
uneasiness was experienced, yet 
that uneasiness was, unequivocal- 
ly, not colica, but gastrodynia, 
and it is presumed, was evidently 
referrible, not to the aggregate 
amount of the acetate of lead ta- 
ken, but to the excess of the last 
dose; not to the specific effect, as 
colica is presumed to be, but to 
the styptic quality of the salt. 
The sensation, excepting the nau- 
sea, precisely resembled in kind, 
though much greater in degree, 
what I have often experienced 
from eating acid fruit, such as 
sour piums. That the pain arose 
from the styptic quality of the 
sali, appears to be corroborated 
by the instanteneous relief obtain- 
ed, as I conceive, from the de- 
composition effected in the sto- 
mach by the sulphate of magne- 
sia. Besides, in colica pictonum 
all kinds of ingesta, for the most 
part, increase the pains, and the 
disease requires days, if not weeks 
to be subdued ; but the removal 
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of the pain in the experiment was 
almost instantaneous. 

No perceptible inconvenience 
was felt as long as the doses, 
which were somewhat more than 
three grains, were continued as 
at the commencement, and only 
slight nausea when two of them 
were taken within two hours; 
from which it may be presumed 
that, in severe cases of uterine 
hemorrhage, such doses may be 
given every second or third hour, 
until the discharge is suppressed, 
nausea induced, or fifty grains 
taken. 


Of the influence of this salt on - 


the animal economy, that on the 
circulation appears most worthy 
of attention. The pulse, at the 
termination of the experiment, 
was as slow as fifty pulsations in 
a minute. It was observed to be 
similarly affected in four of the 
six cases of colica pictonum quot- 
ed by M. Orfila from the disser- 
tation of M. Merat.* In one of 
those cases it was so slow as to 
give only forty pulsations in a mi- 
nute. This sedative property is 
particularly valuable in hemor- 
thage, by diminishing generally 
the irritability of the whole sys- 
tem, and especially that of the 
affected part, and, consequently, 
the impetus of the circulation, to 
some extent. To obtain this ef- 
fect, rest and quiet must be 
strictly maintained, for even by 
gentle exercise the pulse rose 
from four to ten pulsations in a 
minute. 

But as a valuable remedy in 
hemorrhage, not only are its se- 
dative properties to be consider- 
ed, its decisive astringent quali- 
ties are also to be taken into view. 
These seem to operate, not only

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when immediately applied to the 
affected part, but also nearly with 
equal success, when extended by 
sympathetic action. These were 
in some degree evinced in the ex- 
periment, by the diminished se- 
cretion of urine, and the consti- 
pating effect on the bowels. But 
more decisively have they been 
marked in some cases which I shall 
hereafter record, where the sup- 
pression of the discharges was dis- 
tinctly and unequivocally referri- 
ble to their operation. The vast 
superiority of this medicine, to 
every one of its class, appears to 
depend, not on either of the above 
properties taken separately, but 
on their conjoint action, and that 
too in a way peculiar to itself ; for 
the combination of sedatives and 
other astringents is not found to 
produce similar effects. Ina se- 
vere case of hematemesis where 
this was tried, no perceptible 
impression had been made in 
checking the malady; but the 
operation of this invaluable reme- 
dy was conspicuously decisive. 
The vomiting never returned af- 
ter the first dose. It is also, per- 
haps, to the conjoint operation of 
the sedative and astringent pro- 
perties of this medicine, that ver-. 
tigo, in another case, was re- 
moved at the same time that the 
hemorrhage was suppressed. And 
to the same I attribute its valua- 
ble results in all diseases where 
it is an object of importance to 
suppress either hemorrhages or 
increased secretion, such as hap- 
pen in Epistaxis, Hemoptysis, 
Hematemesis, He morrhagia Pur- 
pura, Hemorrhois fluens, Menor- 
rhagia, Hematuria, Leucorrhea, 
Gonorrhea, Diarrheea, and Dy- 
senteria. 

In its exhibition it is indispen- 
sable that it should be in all cases 
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combined with opium. The pro- 
portion of opium requisite will, 
necessarily, vary according to the 
peculiarities of the constitution 
of those to whom the salt is to be 
administered. In general, how- 
ever, one of opium to eight of the 
salt will be found sufficient to 
prevent griping. If that be in- 
adequate, it must be gradually 
increased, until the inconvenience 
is obviated. 

Perhaps crumb of bread makes 
the best pill mass, or equal parts 
of that and extract of gentian, 
with a sufficient quantity of dis- 
tilled vinegar or water. Assugar 
partially decomposes it, neither 
conserves nor syrups are proper 
for the formation of pills. As it 
is very easily decomposed, to in- 
sure its proper effect, it is of im- 
portance, during its exhibition, 
carefully to avoid, not only the 
alkalies, neutral salts, and mine- 
ral acids, which decompose it ra- 
pidly, but also the alkaline earths, 
and their carbonates, which, al- 
though they do not produce that 
effect so entirely, yet diminish its 
properties so materially as greatly 
to vary its results. Broths also 
decompose it, and likewise porter. 
But what ought particularly to be 
remembered, as most likely to be 
overlooked, is, that the same ef- 
fect is produced by a strong infu- 
sion of tea. Wine does not affect 
it with the exception of Burgun- 
dy. But so much is it disturbed 
by a variety of other articles of 
food, that I always order it, if 
possible, to be taken equi-distant 
from meals. If the stomach can 
bear it, a wine-glassful of equal 
parts of distilled vinegar and wa- 
ter, half an hour after each dose, 
will render its effects more cer- 
tain. 

As the design of this paper is 
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not to give a history of the salt, 
it was not deemed necessary to 
enumerate every unpleasant 
symptom that might, accident- 
ally, by its exhibition be induced: 
with these, it is presumed, your 
readers are sufficiently acquaint- 
ed. Colica pictonum almost ex- 
clusively, and that too in general 
terms, has been referred to as its 
most usual attendant. Whilst, 
therefore, no unpleasant sensation 
during the exhibition is to be neg- 
lected, yet the chief care is to be 
directed against the inducing of 
this complaint, the principal 
symptoms of which are the fol- 
lowing : Gripes, more or less se- 
vere, affecting the abdomen gene- 
rally, but at length they come on 
in fits, and are then referrible to 
the course of the colon, chiefly to 
its transverse portion, with such 
a degree of intensity as to be al- 
most insupportable. Should such 
symptoms, on any occasion, unfor- 
tunately supervene after the ex- 
hibition of this medicine, the most 
effectual remedy appears to be 
the free administration of the sul- 
phate of magnesia, and opium in 
the form of pills. Let the bowels 
be freely opened with this salt, 
and from one to three grains of 
the opium given, according as the 
degree of pain may require.

Treatment of Croup. 

The following remarks on the 
treatment of Croup are extracted 
from a late edition of Laennec on 
the Diseases of the Bronchia, Some 
physicians no doubt would disagree 
with him in his opinion of the source 
of the principal danger in this dis- 
ease, and not many will learn from 
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him any new views. It is interest- 
ing, however, to become acquainted 
with the results at which so distin- 
guished a pathologist had arrived on 
this subject.—Eb. 


croup is not accompanied 
by a strongly marked asthenic 
diathesis, or does not occur in 
very young infants, the treatment 
ought to commence with one or 
two bleedings from the arm or 
foot. In doubtful cases, it would 
seem preferable rather to omit 
bleeding than to destroy, by inju- 
dicious depletion, the powers re- 
quisite for the separation and ex- 
cretion of the false membrane. 
Bloodletting, indeed, in this, as 
in all other diseases which have 
reached the period of suppuration, 
is rather a preventive of future 
mischief than a measure likely to 
lessen that which already exists. 
And, in fact, in the case in ques- 
tion, the danger arises much jess 
from the inflammation than from 
the mechanical obstacle to the 
respiration occasioned by the false 
membrane. In children, leeches 
to the throat, repeated more or 
less frequently according to the 
strength of the patient and the 
severity of the disease, may ad- 
vantageously take the place of 
venesection ; and, in adults, their 
repeated application may be use- 
ful after general bleeding has 
been had recourse to. Leeches 
have the advantage of producing, 
in addition to the unloading of the 
capillaries in the vicinity of the 
affected part, a sort of local erup- 
tion, which unquestionably is 
beneficial as a derivative. Oth- 
er derivatives, however, and of 
the most energetic kind, must be 

t in requisition, particularly 

listers: and sinapisms. These 
are, in general, more advantage- 
ously applied to the lower extre- 
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mities, than in the vicinity of the 
disease. Good effects have, ne- 
vertheless, been obtained from 
the application of a cataplasm 
wetted with muriatic acid to the 
anterior part of the larynx. All 
practitioners who have had occa- 
sion to see a good deal of this dis- 
ease, Will readily admit that these 
measures, although very rational 
and conformable to the results of 
experience in the treatment of 
inflammatory diseases in general, 
are nevertheless rarely sufficient, 
and that very few well-character- 
ized cases have yielded to their 
influence. Others have’ conse- 
quentiy been had recourse to. I 
shall here notice those only which 
have been found decidedly bene- 
ficial. Of this kind are emetics, 
repeated daily, or even twice a 
day. They evidently accelerate 
the separation of the adventitious 
membrane, and favor its expul- 
sion. However valuable this 
treatment may be.—andI have 
myself obtained cures which I 
could attribute to it alone,—it is 
no doubt too true that the greater 
number of cases still prove fatal, 
even when it is called in to aid 
the means already detailed. The 
internal use of hydro-sulphuret of 
potass was, some years since, 
cried up as a sort of specific in 
croup. It is one of the ancient 
family of the alkaline resolvents, 
by which the chemical physicians, 
followers of Sylvius of Leyden, 
proposed to correct the too great 
plasticity or viscidity of the fluids, 
and even to dissolve concretions 
already formed. I have before 
spoken of this alkaline treatment. 
In the present case it is sufficient 
to remark, that its effects are too 
slow to be of any use in a disease 
of such rapid progress as croup. 
In small quantity, its effects are 
insignificant ; and, in larger and 
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more repeated doses, it must be 
more injurious as an irritating, ac- 
rid, and almost caustic substance, 
than it can be beneficial as an al- 
kaline remedy. Pretty numerous 
successful results have been ob- 
tained from mercurial frictions, 
exhibited in such doses as speedi- 
ly to produce salivation-; and, in 
the actual state of the science, I 
think no prudent practitioner 
ought to neglect this method, 
conjointly with bloodletting and 
emetics. The efficacy of this 
practice, even ina very striking 
degree, cannot be questioned in 
many other inflammatory diseases, 
particularly hepatitis and perito- 
nitis. Still the success of even 
the mercurial treatment is not 
sufficiently great to hinder us from 
looking for other means ; and if I 
had had occasion to treat this dis- 
ease since I have experienced the 
efficacy of tartar emetic in large 
doses in many inflammatory dis- 
eases, I would certainly have had 
recourse to it with considerable 
confidence.”

Tue beginning of the month was 
cold and chilly, with some rain and 
snow. On the 9th the weather be- 
came warm, and so continued, though 
interrupted by a violent suow storm 
on the 15th, till the end of the month, 
The storm of the 15th was succeed- 
ed by many days of clear, warm, 
June-like weather. The nights suc- 
ceeding warm days were very chilly 
and cold.

Excepting the 10 cases of vacci- 
nia and 2 of parturition, the remain- 
ing patients were of males 31, of fe- 
males 50. 23 cases were under 6 
years of age, 11 between 6 and 21 
years, and 47 adults. ~ 

42 cases were of acute bronchial 
or thoracic disease : of these 14 were 
under 6 years of age. 

The cases of pleuritis occurred 
only among adults, and were gene- 
rally of a severe character. Deple- 
tiva was freely employed, and with 
success in all but one case, This 
was a man ext. 28, addicted to an ex- 
cessive use of ardent spirits. He 


had been complaining three or four 
days before I saw him on March 
26th. Pulse was 110 and hard, res- 
piration hurried and painful, skin dry 
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and hot. He was bled 20 ounces 
with apparent relief; a cathartic 
was ordered and a blister applied to 
the side. 27th. Pulse reduced to 
84, full and little hardness ; cathartic 
operated well; blister produced but 
slight vesication; alterative doses of 
calomel and antimony were given, 
28th, Has passed a very restless 
night; pulse 120, feeble and irregu- 
lar ; tremor and delirium ; respiration 
hurried ; the body is covered witha 
thick clammy sweat ; patient is pick- 
ing at the bed clothes, He remained 
in this state until afternoon, when 
spasmodic action of the muscles fol- 
lowed, a sardonic laugh was on the 
countenance, and at 10, P. M. he 
died. An examination was refused. 

Of the cases of pneumonitis, 6 
were of adults, 7 of children between 
4 and 11 years, and 5 under 4 years 
of age. The cases among adults 


were severe; antimony was given — 


from 4 to 6 grains a day in divided 
doses, and free vesication employed. 
Among children the pulmonary 
Symptoms were not in proportion to 
the general symptoms of fever. In 
some cases there was considerable 
Stupor, great pain in the head and 
sluggishness of the bowels ; cathartics 
were freely employed and evidently 
with advantage. ‘Two cuses proved 
fatal ; one a female, zt. 24, of intem- 
perate habits, and in whom the dis- 
ease fullowed exposure, during con- 
valescence, frum a slight febrile at- 
tack. The other was a feeble child, 
aged 15 days, in whom the cough 
manifested itself within 24 hours af- 
ter birth, On examination 15 hours 
after death, the mucous membrane of 
the lungs was found considerably in- 
flamed, aud in the smaller bronchial 
ramifications there was muco-puru- 
lent matter, The parenchyma of 
the lungs was dense and crepitated 
but little when divided. Slight traces 
of inflammation were seen on the 
mucous membrane of the stomach 
and small intestines. The pericar- 
rr contained about an ounce of 
uid. 
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Four cases of bex convulsiva have 
come under treatment. This disease 
is at present quite prevalent in the 
northern section of the city. Some 
cases of emp. parotitis have been 
seen of a mild character and re- 
quiring no medical treatment. 

The patient with typhus was a man 
zt. 23, by profession a cooper; he 
had followed his business until within 
a few days before coming under 
treatment. I saw him March 12th. 
He had felt lassitude for a few days 
previous ; he had slight cough ; pulse 
rapid, but not hard; tongue hada 
whitish coat; bowels costive, with 
some pain on pressure 5 countenance 
anxious and sallow. A cathartic was 
ordered, to be followed by an active 
enema. 13th. Cathartic operated 
but once. Bowels swollen and pain- 
ful on pressure ; cough slight; great 
thirst ; pulse small and rapid. 


R. Hyd. Submur. gr. viii. 
to be followed in three hours with cas- 
tor oil ;—fomentations to the bowels. 
14th. Has coughed up during the 
night about 5 ounces of a thick puru- 
lent matter ;—had one dejection af- 
ter taking the oil ; pain and swelling 
in the bowels diminished ; respiration 
laborious, Applied a blister to the 
sternum and continued fomentations, 
15th. Is comatose, and gives no re- 
plies to questions; tongue dry and 
black ; teeth fuliginous ; no expecto- 
ration since yesterday. <A blister 
was applied to the nape of the neck, 
and sinapisms to the extremities, 
16th. Coma slightly diminished ; an- 
swers questions when put in a loud 
voice; tongue parched; teeth and 
gums covered with a thick foul secre- 
tion; pulse rapid and small ; bowels 
painful and swollen; feet drawn up 
and thighs bent towards the abdo- 
men. A blister was applied to the 
forehead, and tinct. canth. fort. rub- 
bed upon the head.

every four hours and continue fo- 


mentations. 17th, As yesterday. 
Has had no evacuation from the 
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bowels since the 14th. Powders to 
be continued and simple enemata 
every two hours; wine whey for 
drink. 11, P.M. Has had no eva- 
cuation; enemata have been given 
and retained; they were given as 
before, until 4, A.M. and no dejection 
followed, Patient died on the 18th 
at 6, A.M. 

I examined the body six hours af- 
ter death, in presence of Drs. Ware 
and Whittemore. The meninges of 
the brain were of the natural color ; 
slight effusion between arachnoid and 
pia mater; brain of usual consist- 
ence; when divided the medullary 
portion presented numerous red spots 
from divided vessels ; ventricles con- 
tained 3j. or 3ij. of serous fluid. 
Heart was of natural size, but its pa- 
rietes less firm than usual. The 
right lung adhered firmly to the tho- 
rax, by all its posterior part. At the 
upper and posterior part of the supe- 
rior lobe, was a considerable cavity 
communicating with the bronchial 
tubes, containing pus, and also a dark 
sanious fluid. Numerous masses of 
tuberculous matter, from the size of 
a millet seed to that of a pea, and of 
the consistence of cheese, filled the 
superior and middle lobes ; the lower 
lobe contained no tubercles, and cre- 
pitated when divided. The left lung 
adhered so firmly to the thorax that 
it was separated with the greatest 
difficulty. Numerous masses of tu- 
berculous matter were fouud in both 
lobes, of larger size than in the right 
lung, and many so hard that they 
could not be broken ; a small portion 
of the inferior lobe had traces of 
acute inflammation, The stomach 
was small ; it contained a small quan- 
tity of fluid and thick ropy mucus, 
Mucous membrane had no ulcera- 
tions, but the vessels along the great- 
er curvature were numerous and of 
a bright red color. ‘The small intes- 
tines contained a considerable quan- 
tity of thin foecal matter, and its ves- 
sels were highly injected in various 
portions, At the junction of the ile- 
um with the coecum, the coats of the 
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former for an extent of two or three 
inches were very much thickened, 
and in a state of ulceration, The 
diameter was so much diminished 
that the handle of the scalpel was 
passed through the stricture with 
some difficulty. The large intestines 
were perfectly empty, and exhibited 
no traces of inflammation. Another 
stricture was found in the arch of the 
colon, but no thickening of the coats, 
Liver was enlarged and gorged with 
blood, which followed in a stream 
wherever an incision was made. 
Kidneys were natural, Bladder was 
about the size of a small hen’s egg, 
and its coats from a quarter to a third 
of an inch in thickness. Spleen was 
rather large and firm; peritoneum 
healthy, 

This case presented during its 
course the usual symptoms of the 
congestive typhus of Dr. Armstrong. 
The sudden and copious expectora- 
tion of pus, gave the first suspicion of 
organic disease of the lungs, as the 
patient had but slight cough, had ne- 
ver expectorated, and had continual- 
ly followed a very laborious business, 
The stricture of the ileum and colon 
explains the difficulty of procuring 
evacuations independently of the gas- 
tro-intestinal inflammation. Leeches 
would have been applied to the epi- 
gastrium, but the circumstances of 
the patient prevented their being ob- 
tained. 

The patient with delirium tremens 
wasaman ext. 32, who has for five 
years addicted himself at intervals to 
an excessive use of ardent spirits; 
sometimes abstaining entirely for 
many months in succession. The 
present attack followed a protracted 
fit of drinking on March 11th and 
12th. He was attacked on the 14th. 
Pulse rapid, full but not hard. He 
has constant delirium and tremor, at 
times picking at the bed clothes, in- 
cessant jactitation, He slept none 
from Friday morning until the next 
Tuesday afternoon, an interval of 
four days and a half, when he slept 
about two hours. Symptoms return- 
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ed as before, and he had no sleep 
until Friday forenoon, March 21st, 
when he slept soundly ten kours in 
succession. No preparation of opi- 
um, which by many is regarded as 
the “sheet-anchor” in this disease, 
was given; a pill containing assafce- 
tida and camphor, 3 grs, each, with 
ipecac. 1. gr. was given every two 
hours during the first three days ; he 
refused to take more, and 31j. ofa 
strong infusion of valerian was sub- 
stituted. He was confined in a room 
from which all light was excluded ; 
an attendant constantly at the bed 
side, and the assistance of a second 
person was required part of the time 
to restrain him. After the sleep he 
obtained on the 21st, he had no re- 
turn of delirium and rapidly conva- 
lesced.

The patients under puberty were 
0.44; adult females furnished .39 of 
the cases of acute disease. 

0.33 of the medical cases were of 
bronchial or thoracic disease, 

The cases of diarrhoea and-chole- 
ra were quite severe, and were at- 
tributable to the varying temperature 
of the weather. The cases of fever, 
from the prominence of the gastro- 
enteritic symptoms, seemed rather 
referrible to the class of autumnal 
disorders, than to the affections most 
usually prevalent at this season of 
the year.

Of the above obstetric cases, one 
was a case of preternatural labor, 
and a brief history of it may be wor- 
thy of record. 

On the 24th of March, was called 
to visit Mrs. R. D. aged 31, in la- 
bor. From her report, it was ascer- 
tained that she was taken ill on the 
afternoun of the 20th ; but her pains 
had been very slight and at intervals 
of several hours, Continued so until 
the 23d; then pains increased for a 
short time ; membranes ruptured and 
the waters discharged ; after which 
pains left her again. On the 24th 
found her very quiet on bed, com- 
plaining only of occasional cutting 
pains in the hypogastric region. By 
particular examination per vaginum, 
it was found that the arm was the 
presenting part, and lay extending in 
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the vagina, and that the foetal head 
rested partly over the os pubis, with 
a portion of the scalp just protruded 
through the os uteri and within the 
brim of the pelvis. The arm and 
head therefore were the presenting 

arts. As the patient had already 
ain the mother of six children; as 
the pelvis was large and well deve- 
loped; as the soft parts were with- 
out rigidity and the mouth of the 
uterus dilatable, and as she had not 
been exhausted by suffering.—it was 
concluded that the efforts of nature 
would be sufficient to accomplish the 
delivery of the child. The patient 
was carefully watched during the 
afternoon and night. On the morn- 
ing of the 25th found that she had 
had a confortable night, been quite 
free from pain and had slept, and on 
examination, that no material change 
had taken place, except that the dis- 
charge from the vagina was some- 
what foetid and the child putrescent. 
The patient was then fully apprized 
of her situatiun, and was urged to 
have the assistance of art. To this 
she strongly objected, but finally 
agreed to consent to it, if no favora- 
ble change took place by 5 o’clock, 
P.M. About 1 o’clock, P. M. re- 
gular labor pains came on, and gradu- 
ally increased in frequency and in- 
tensity. Twenty five minutes be- 
fore 5 o’clock, (the hour agreed on 
for the operation,) she was delivered 
of avery large, well formed child. 
The hand and fore arm were first 
protruded, then the arm and head to- 
gether, From the commencing pu- 
trefactive state of the foetus, the head 
had become soft and yielding. 

The statement of the above case 
is interesting on three accounts :— 

1. The peculiarity of the present- 
ation. 

2. The facility with which the 
parts of the foetus yield, after the pu- 
trefactive process has commenced. 

3. Had the dread of manual as- 
sistance any effect in accelerating the 
progress of the labor ?

The inflammatory diseases were 
of a much milder aspect than those 
of the last month. The cases of 
pleurisy were remarkably light; one 
of the cases of pleurisy and the case 
of hzmoptysis occurred in one pa- 
tient; the pleuritis came on early in 
the:month; it subsided in a week, 
leaving the patient with griping fugi- 
tive pains in the abdomen, which 
yielded to anodynes and the blue 
pill. On the 20th his head became 
painful, which yielded to hyosciamus 
in moderate doses, This anodyne 
was selected in reference to the state 
of the patient’s bowels, which are in- 
variably constipated, and to obviate 
which, the patient for a number of 
years has been in the habit of taking 
some cathartic medicine every other 
day, and during this month has been 
pechostarty attentive to the state of 

is bowels. Onthe morning of the 
30th the patient rose from bed in 


much better health than for the last 
week. After taking moderate exercise 
he was attacked with hemoptysis 
which continued four hours, but it 
did not probably exceed two ounces. 
Cooling diluents and saline cathar- 
tics have prevented its recurrence ; 
it has left the patient with a distress- 
ing humid congh, which anodynes, 
blisters, demulcents, &c. have not yet 
been able to allay. This patient, 
aged 47, is of a spare, delicate frame, 
sedentary habit, and has ordinarily a 
small, rather hard pulse. Thirty 
years since was attacked with hx- 
moptysis, and also eight years since. 

The case of exormia prurigo for- 
micans, showed itself in a female pa- 
tient aged 72, who in my last report 
furnished one of the cases of chronic 
rheumatism. 

The arthrosia yielded to the emp. 
res. canth. with some gentle internal 
stimulants. The plaster produced 
vesication, and completely removed 
the rheumatism to which the patient 
had been a long time subject. 

The prurigo in its turn is yielding 
to the ung. hyd. nit. oxid., with sul- 
phur internally in small doses, 

The case of ulcer came on in the 
female patient,- whose case of apo- 
plexy was reported last month. It 
was occasioned by bruising her heel 
on the bedstead, when violently con- 
vulsed. Blood was effused beneath 
the skin, which on becoming painful 
was evacuated through a smail ori- 
fice made by the patient with a nee- 
dle. It became more painful, swell- 
ed and inflamed, which yielded to 
poultices and gentle cathartics ; a free 
discharge of pus took place, the pain 
subsided, and the patient is now in a 
fair way of being cured.
